But an Interesting scandal Just the 
same. 
All manner of queer cases are constantly 
coming to the attention of the police au- 
thorities, most of whith never get peyond: 
the Chief’s private office unless there is oo- 
casion for an arrest. Occasionally, how- 
ever, the parties themselves give the story 
away, as was the case yesterday, when it 
was learned by a Times reporter that there 
was something of a scandal brewing which 
may in the course of a week or two event- 
uate in a real, sure-enough duel.

She first 
visited some triends in Clearwater, after 
which she came into the city and procured 
a situation in a — lodging-house on 
Main street, the proprietor of which is a 
Frenchman, where she proposed to stay un- 
tilher husband could jein her here. Mat- 
ters progressed very nicely for a time, when 
the proprietor of the place began to make 
very agreeable to the young 
woman, who thought that bis attentions 
were only those of a friend, as he was of 
the same nationality as herself. His atten- 
tions finally became so prénounced that 
there was no mistaking his meaning, and, 
as he received no encouragement, it is 
claimed that he finally came out and told 
the woman in so many words that if she 
wished to retain her place in his service she 
must submit to wishes. This the 
woman flatly refused, saying that she was 
married and would remain true to her hus- 
band, whereupon she was paid off and dis- 
charged on the spet. Being a stranger 
she asked the privilege of remaining in 
the room she h been occupying for the 
night.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


MATTERS OF PUBLIC WELFARE 
ATTENDED To, 


That Cow-limit Ordinance at Last 
Whipped Into Shape—The Dump- 
ing Grounds Condemned — The 
Health Officer Fight Deferred by 


— Common Consent 


The ger semi- monthly meeting of the 
Board of Health was. held yesterday after- 
noon at the Mayor’s office, with His Honor 
presiding and Messrs. Humphreys, K ubrts, 
Bryant and Shafer present, Dr. Reese, the 
Health Officer, was also in attendance. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, when tha ordi- 
nance amending the cow limits was again 
taken up. There was a good deal of talk, 
during which Dr. Bryant put himself on 
record as favoring the removai of all dairies 


- 


which the map was carefully studied for 
some minutes, when the following lines 
were recommended to the Council dy the 
unanimous vote of the board: From the 
southwestern city limits along Alvarado 
street to Bellevue avenue, along Bellevue 
avenue to Peari street, on Pearl to College, 
ov Coilege to Alameda, Alameda to Aliso, 
across the river to Pleasant avenue, to Es- 
chandia street, to Brooklyn avenue, to Soto 
street, to Stevenson avenue, across the 
river to Second street, to Sau Pedro street, 
to Ninth street, along Maple avenue to 
Washington street, thence to point of be- 
gifning. These are the limits in which 
not more than two dows will be allowed to 
be kept, and if adopted by the Council will 
force a number of cowyards and dairies to 
move their location. 

The petition of John Yates to be allowed 
to maintain a public watering trough in 
front of his place of business was denied, 
after some debate, in which Dr. Bryant 
favored allowing the petition and cited St. 
Paul and Minneapolis as shining examples 
where such things had been a success. 

A petition was received from residents on 
South Pearl street, ss % have a nuis- 
ance caused bya leaking sprinkling hy- 
drant abated. This petition also caused 
considerable debate, in which most of the 
members took Dr. Bryant could not 
see why the water for sprinkling purposes 
was not taken direct from the fire hydrants, 
which, he said, was the tice in eastern 
cities, when Mr. Kuhrts told him that the 
experiment had already been tried and 
found a failure, as had numerous other ex- 
periments. After each member Had had 
his say, it was suggested that the Street 
Superintendent had always attended to 
these matters, whereupon the matter was 
referred to that official, with instructions to

case required,

sented a bill for $130 for horses which he 
claimed to have buried, and which the 
owners refused to pay for. The statement 
was made that the same bill had been pre- 
sented to the old board, which had refused 
to pay it on the ground that Mr. McNeil bg 
his contract was compelled to get his money 
from the owners, whereupon the claim was 
denied. McNeil also presented another bill 
of $30 for disposing of three loads of dead 
dogs from the city pound. This bill was 
also denied, and Poundkeeper Botello. who 
had received pay for the work, was i- 
structed to pay the bill. 

The bill of Farrell of $136 for burying 
dead animals was presented, and it being 
found to be correct, it was ordered paid, 

Dr. Reese, the Health Officer, presented a 
report, deciaring the cit mer grounds, 
west of the covered bridge, off Macy street, 
a public nuisance, and recommending that 
— ＋ dis- 
posing o e garbage o ec re- 
scinded. The Doctor states that he has 
made a personal examination of the place, 
and that it isa aisgrace to the city. He 
says that the garbage is dum about 
over about an acre of ground, and that 
only dry straw of the manure is 
bur in the cre to keep up 
a fire for the purpose of boiling meat from 
the bones of slaughter-house refuse, which 
was asa fertilizer, and that no effort 
was made to take care of the garbage 
on the ground, endangering the lives of 
4000 people in the vicinity. The Doctor 
says the facilities are insufficient, even if 
everything —_— were done, which was 
was not case, and for this reason the 
contract should be immediately annulled. 

This report gave rise to considerable de 
bate, and the contract with Jackson was 
sent for, which showed that he had every- 
thing his own way, that there was no for- 
feiture clause, and that the city was paying 
$3500 a year bonus for keeping up Mr. 
Jackson’s fertilizer works. As it was found 
impossible to rescind the contract, which 
really binds Mr. Jackson to do nothing that 
he does not wish to, the Health Officer was 
instructed. to notify him to clean up the 

lace, aad to take such steps as he could to 

ave the nuisance abated, 

The Doctor also reported the dairies on 
Pearl and Second streets, and Rogers’ 
dairy, on as nuisances, and 
asked that the board take such steps as were 
necessary to have them suppressed.

This is as it should be. Strangers 
coming into our midst judge the qual- 
ity of the fruit grown here, very 
naturally, by what they find upon the 
tables of our hotels and at our fruit 
stands. It is an injury to our horti- 


cultural interest when only a second 


or third-rate drticle can be obtained, or 
when it is universally set before the 
stranger at our hotels and boarding- 
houses. It is a good way to advertise 
California oranges and other fruits to 
provide only the best quality for the 
stranger. These will compare’ favor- 
ably with the best grown elsewhere. 

But the windfalls and small sour 
grades should be used only for canning 
purposes, for they prejudice those un- 
acquainted with our choicest grades 
against fruit growing generally here, 
aud lead to very false notions of the 
excellence to be attained in the culti-

The Germans are now re- 
ported as being willing to recognize 
Mataafa, provided he rule under Ger- 
man control. No doubt they find it 
dificult to continue to force a king 
upon a people when he will soon be 
without a single follower. It is not 
likely, however, that any such condi- 
tions as those indicated would be ac- 
cept«’ hy the Samoans, or agreed to 
by E. 
a native king to rule under German 
control” would be equivalent to 
placing the islands under German rule: 
and there is no valid reason why Ger- 
many should govern this important 
strategical point any more than Great 
Britain or any other power. All this 
country asks is that the natives shall 
be allowed to govern themselves with- 
out interference from any outside 
power. 
oit may be that Germany, finding the 
virtual seizure of the islands is at- 
tended by much greater difficulty than 
she expected, will find some means of 
drawing back with more or less grace 
from an untenable position, but the 
affair must still be regarded as serious

The Tucson Citizen recently pub- 
lished interviews with several promi- 
nent mining men, who had just re- 
turned from the Harqua Hala gold 
mines in Yuma county.

There are about 75 miners 
in the camp, all dead broke—so much 
so, indeed, that not a single gambling 
table is running, which means a good 
deal for an Arizona mining camp. We 
mention these facts because a 
number of our restless citizens 
have been talking about taking 
in this latest mining excitement. As 
it is a long and very expensive journey, 
a great distance from water and sup- 
plies, any of our readers who have the 
fevér may subsequently thank us for 
the advice we tender them, which is 
to stay away from Harqua Hala.

A Decided Improvement in the Situ- 
ation at New York. 

New York, Feb. 1.— [By the Associated 
Press.]
